Passports Now. Necessary 


The order-in-council prohibiting the 
departure from Canada, without per- 
mission, of male citizens between the 
ages of 18 and 45 years, has been issued 
in the form of a public proclamation. 
It will be posted in conspicious places 
throughout the Dominion. The order- 
in-council declares that anyone of 
age who leaves or attempts to leave 
the Dominion without the written per- 
mission of a Canadian immigration 
inspector, or of some other person duly 
appointed by the minister of the inter- 
ior to issue such permission shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding $2,500 or 
to imprisenment for a period not ex- 
ceeding five years or to both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

It is provided that any person who 
shall aid, abet or advise the com- 
mission of any offense against this 
regulation shall be liable to similar 
fine and imprisonment. 

Authority is given to immigration 
inspectors ‘and other persons author- 
ized to enforce the new regulations to 
enter and detain any ship, boat, train 
and vehicle and to remove passengers 
suspected of trying to leave the 
country and place them under arrest.
